Bill Ready For 


Senate Monday

The Senate interstate commerce 
committee today agreed upon 
the railroad control bill. It will 
be reported to the Senate Mon- 
day. 


The bill limits the period of 


government control to eighteen

Gives rate-making power to 


President with interstate com- 
merce commission as appeals 
court. 


Fixes the compensation on 


the three-year average earnings 
basis. 


Permits President to turn 


back to private owners any 
roads he decides upon up to 
July 1 next. 


After July 1 all roads under 


government control will remain 
under federal direction until 
they automatically pass back to 
their owners eighteen months 
after the close of the war. 


The language of the bill is 


modified to give the President 
authority to deal with short- 
line roads and others to which 
the three - year compensation 
standard could not be fairly ap- 
plied'.

President Jenkins of the Market Com- 
mission, so far as Oakland Is con- 
cerned, as the solution to the'difflcul- 
ties confronting consumer and pro- 
ducer here can be solved only by the 
establishment of a permanent muni- 
cipal free market, in. his opinion. 


It is now less than five months to 


the beginning of the next fiscal year, 
when the council may agree upon as- 
suring- funds out tif the next tax levy 
for the creation of a municipal free 
market. It is to consider ways and 
means and to outline a careful Inves- 
tigation that will have everything in 
readiness for the beginning of the fis-
